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And this is the true Foundation, 
which the late Glorious King Wiliam {aid to 
Siv Wm. Temple, Thavif we were to go be- 
yond the Treaty of the Pyrenees, he fhoutd 
be as much a French Man, as he was-then a 
Spaniard. Whywas it thatQ.Zligabeth always 
aided the French and the Dutch againft che 
Spauisd ? Eyen for the very fame Reafen 
that King Willaim aided the Spaniard again 
the French-— THE CHASE is Exorbitant 
Power; all the Powers of Europe are the 
{Jounds; bring but France torun true, fhe 
will be the beft and moft ftasch Hound in 
the Pack; and whereyer Exorbitant Power 
gomes in her Way, the will run ic down im 
View. : 

This brings me back tothe Original of 
this War; we do sot fight againft France 
as a Kingdom, or againft the King of 
France asa King, no nor as. a Tyrant in- 
fulting theLiberties of his own Subjedts ; but 
we fight againft France as a Kingdom grown 
too great for her Neighbonrs, and againft 
the King of France as an Invader of other 
Nation’s Rights, and an Oppreffor of the 
common Liberties of Europe—And we fight 
to reduce him toa Condition that he may 
be no more dangerous to his Neighbours. 
In fhort, we fight to reduce his Exorbitant

thing but a Keeping all the Powers of Eu. 
rope in fuch a Pofture, fo leagued and if 
feparated, fo jointed and fo di(-jointed, as 
thag no one or no united Intereft may be 
able to fubje& the reft : To prefervethisBal- 
lance; “tis as neceflary France fhould re- 
main a Kiogdom, as it is neceflary Spain 
fhould not be annex’d to it—— But take ic 
with you alfo, it isas requitite that Franve

is neceflary fhe fhould remain a Kingdom. 
Now to make this out, let us examine

Commerce of France,and theicM2nufa@ures 
at home, are ten Times as greatasthens 
and as their Trade has encteas’d, {0 has 
their Wealth——What then is not France 
able to do? ———This makes the Neceflity 
of reducing her, moft Evideat, and isan 
invincible Argument for carrying on this 
War, till fhe is reduc’d, efpecially confider- 
ing the rational Profpe&t we have of it at 
this Time. 

This alone fhould cure us of-all our Im- 
patience at the Continuance of the War— 
This fhould prevent our being in too much 
Hafte tor Peace —It is true we want Peace, 
but we do not want a Truce ; we do not 
want a Peace of 2 or 3 Years, we can much 
better carry on this War, ifit were 7 Years 
longer, tho” it would fall very beavy, than 
we can begin another War 7 Years hence— 
Oar Enemies wouid gaia Strength, and we 
fhould lofe Strength by {uch a Breathing- 
Time; the War may hurt us, but an un- 
certain Peace to revolve into a War again, 
would killus ; we fhall be tmpoverith’d if 
the War continues, but we fhall be rvin’d if 
it returns—— Therefore this War moft not 
end, but with a Security, that it fhall not

~ Not France only, but no other Power of 
‘Europe can ever encroach upon Europe's 
‘Liberty; all the Suggeftions of Aufir‘an 
Greatnefs would die here, if this Confe- 
deracy now form’d, are tontinued in a Body 
toaét under fach Conftitutions, and by fuch 
Congrefs as may be fettled ——They will be 
an effeQinnal Security to Europe, frem being 
ever {ubje cither to the Encroachments of 
France, or any other Prince whatever. 

Nay, what if I fbould fay, that it isnow 
in the Power of the prefent Confederacy 
_ for ever to prevent any more War in Eu- 
_ rope Ic is in their Power tamake 
-themfelves Arbiters of all the Differences 
- andDifputes that ever cao happeo inEur2pe, 
_ whether between Kingdom and Kingdom, 
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or between Sovereign and Subje&s, A Con- 
grefs of this Alliance may be made a 
Court of Appeals for al the injur’d and — 
oppreffed, «whether they are Princes or 
People that are or ever fhall be in Europe to 
the End of the World. Here the Petty: 
States and Princes fhall be proteéted againft 
the Terror of their powerful Neighbours, 
the Great fhal! no more opprefs the Small, 
or the Mighty devour the Weak ; this very 
Confederacy have at this time, and if they 
pleafe may preferve to themfelves the 
Power of banifhing War out of Zurope— 
They are able from henceforward to ccufh 
the ftrongeft, and fupport the weakeft. 

If they fend the King of Sw—n Notice 
to forbear pufhing the Mu/couite,: and end 3 
War that few know to what Bad it is contj- 
nued ; if they command the King of Poland 
to refign his Crown as an Uf(urpation, 
reftore Poland to her Liberties, and fubmit 
toa fair un-influenc’d Eleétion 3 if they de- 
mand Liberty and the Re-eftablifhment of 
Religion to the Hungarians, if they dee 
mand the Muftovite to quit the Baltick, lay 
down his Naval Improvements, and de- 
molifh the impregnable Fortrefs of Peter/- 
burgh, from whence ke bids fair to be one 
Day Mafter of the Sea on that fide of the 
World.
